HE HAS, however, been con-
sulting with legislators and de-
partment heads as to what
problems are in need of imme-
diate attention, and it is my
understanding that the agenda
will. be announced within the
coming month.

One subject which almost
certainly be included in the
special call is that of air pollu-
tion, while the probabilities
are even greater that water de-
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velopment will be omitted
from the call.

These are the only two pre-
dictions I would venture to
make at this point, and in both
cases I am in agreement with
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the Governor's probable de-
cision,

AS TO AIR pollution, the
Department of Public Health
has now determined standards
for the purity of air and for
motor vehicle exhaust emis-
sions, and we are thus in posi-
tion to enact further legisla-
tion based on these determina-
tions.

I am also hopeful that addi-
tional measures can be enacted
to bring the state into direct
participation in the control of
air pollution, as I have been
advocating ever since my first
session in the Legislature.

IN THE MATTER of water
development, it is feared that
any attempt to open up this
subject would only lead to fur-
ther conflict and a possible
deadlock like the one that tied
up the last budget session in
1958.

There is also a possibility
that the session might be ex-
tended to include a proposal to
redefine the functions and con-
trol of state institutions of
higher learning, in accordance
with a plan that has already
been approved by the Univer-
sity of California regents and
the State Board of Education.

ASIDE FROM the budget, no
very extensive legislative pro-
gram is contemplated for the
short session in even-numbered
years, since its duration is
limited by the constitution to a
period of only 30 days.

Present plans are  for the
Legislature to convene on Feb.
1 for three days, in order to
receive the budget and refer it
to the appropriate committees
for detailed study.

The two houses will then re-
cess for the remainder of Feb-
ruary, when they will recon-
vene for the balance of the ses-
sion at the beginning of March.
